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MONEY TIED UP 
IN THE GRAIN 


Inthe West, but There is no 
Cause for Alarm in East- 
ern Canada. 


“There appears from all accounts 
to be considerable uneasiness in éast- 
ern Canada regarding the money strin- 
gency in this part ot the country,” 
says the Winnipeg Commercial. “That 
money is somewhat tight at present, 
we admit,, but from the facts that 
we gather we fail to find any cause 
for alarm. In this opinion we are 
backed up by many of the leading 
Winnipeg business men who are thor- 
oughly acquainted with conditions 
here. 

“We wish briefly to state just how 
things actually are, As every one 
who -ie interested. in these provinces 
knows, only a comparatively small 
share of the 1906 grain crop was mar- 
keted last fall before the close of 
navigation on the lakes, 

“Then, owing to traffic congestion 
aud snow blockades very little was 
shipped East by rail. During the past 
month or two a very large amount of 
wheat has been moved to Fort Wil- 
liam and Port Arthur, but there it re- 
tains until lake shipping starts. 

“The elevators at country points are 
crowded and there are some millions 
of bushels yet in farmers’ hands of 
which they cannot dispose until the 
movement East begins. Now, there is 
an enormous amount of money ticd up 
in this unshipped grain, Grain deal- 
ers kept buying until they reached 
the limit and the banks have advanc- 
ed millions to them to buy still more, 
All this money is tied up until navi- 
gation opens. Just as soon as the 
grain commences to move down the 
lakes, exporters will be able to draw 
upon the eastern buyers for the value 
of the shipments, and at once the sit- 
uation will be relieved.”

STRATHCONA NEWS 
LACROSSE BOOMS |TRACKMEN GET 


BIG INCREASE 


Canadian Pacific Agrees to Pay 
an Advance of Twenty Cents 


per Day. 


Word has just been received by the 
C. P. R. maintenance of way men ‘n 
Strathcona of a big increase in their 
pay. The advance is the result of a 
conference held last week in Winni- 
peg between representatives of the 
men and of the company, when the 
schedule on which the maintenance 
men are to work for the next twelve 
months was agreed upon, and the fin- 
al settlement effected. 

The result of the negotiations is 
that the men will receive, as com- 
pensation for the increased cost of 
living, an advance of twenty cents 
per day. The increased wage will be 
paid on all the western lines of the 
Canadian Pacific, including all the 
branch lines. On these lines there 
are three thousand five hundred men 
engaged ‘in maintenance of way de- 
partment, and the advance in wages 
will mean a difference of seven hun- 
dred dollars per day, the aggregate for 
the year being over two hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

The wages at present paid to this 
class of employees renge from $1.50 
per day to $2.36 per day. In future 
the schedule will run from $1.70 to 
$2.55 per day. 

In discussing the increase John 7. 
Wilson, of St. Louis, president of the 
Maintenance of Ways Union, is quot- 
ed as follows: 

“The Canadian Pacific has been ts 
generous to its men as it has been 
progressive in its management. It 
pays good wages, and does its work 
well. Our dealings with the corpora- 
tion have been uniformly satisfactory 
and have terminated to the satisfac- 
tion of both the company and the em- 
ployees. 

“T may say that there waa never 
the slightest danger that there would 
be any strike in this instance. Our 
men some time ago adopted the prin- 
ciple of arbitration, and it is our set- 
tled policy that the rights of the pub- 
lic shall be respected, and that the 
public interest shall not be sacrificed 
on account of the differences between 
the company and ourselves. We are 
wholly committed to the principle of 
arbitration, and if we cannot arrive 
at an agreement with the company in 
the ordinary way, then we will call in 
a third party, in whom both the com- 
pany and ourselves have confidence 
as a trustworthy and competent judge, 
organize a court of our own, and set- 
tle the matter. 

“The increase granted by the com- 
pany will mean sixty dollars per an- 
num to each of the men engaged cn 
maintenance of way. There are in 
all about seven thousand men inter- 
ested. counting both eastern and west- 
ern lines, and the total increase in 
wages will amount to over four hun- 
dred thousand dollars per annum.”

NOT TO ENFORCE 
OPEN SHOPCLAUSE 


Situation in Coal Mining Indut- 
try is Unchanged According 
to President Sherman. 


Fernie, B.C., April 14.—Diatrict Pre- 
sident Sherman astates:—In order 
that the public may understand what 
the demands of the Canadian mine 
workers ate at this time, I wish to 
state that we are willing for the sake 
of peace, that the present standard 
rates shall be continued, with an ad- 
vance of ten per cent. upon all rates. 
The minimum rate for outside labor 
shall be $2.50 for a ten hour day. 

That wages be paid every two 
weeks. That the eight-hour bank to 
bank day be established at all mines 
in Alberta. We do not desire to enter 
into any legal technicalities with any 
coal company in this district. An 
agreement as to wages and hours will 
suit. All existing customs to be main 
tained. We do not insist upon an 
open or closed shop. Neither do we 
seek to take advantage over any coal 
company in a legal or technical man- 
ner. We are prepared to negotiate at 


once with any company in this district |

The operators consider 
this a tactical move in the direction 
of forcing them into making separate 
agreements with the union, but the 
real reason of this referendum is clear 
enough when sub-section B of section 
15 of the new act is read. The section 
reads as follows, and refers to the 
requirements each of the parties are 
called upon to fill before proceeding 
under the act can go on:—‘‘A statu- 
tory declaration setting forth that, 


failing an adjustment of the dispute 
or a reference thereof by the Minister 
to a Board of Conciliation and Inves- 
tigation under the Act, to the best of 
the knowledge and belief of the de- 
clarant, @ lock-out or strike, as the 
case may be, will be declared, and 
that the necessary authority to declare 
such lock-out or strike had been ob- 
tained.”

from a population of 39,000,000 not 
more than 6,000 Frenchmen emigrate 
per year. Of this number Canada, 
thanks to her agents in France, re- 


| ceived a fair proportion, securing last 


year 27 per cent. and the previous 
year 28 per cent. of the total number. 
The leaders of the French Canadian 
| people did not want, them to remove 
from Quebec to the western provinces 
and it would be unwise to undertake 
measures to provoke such a move- 
ment, 
Sympathy But Not Support. 

Mr. Borden tendered words of sym- 
pathy to Messrs. Lavergne and Bour- 
assa in their trouble but could not 
see his way to support their resolu- 
tion. Had the motion been to restrict 
the bonus system to the British Isles 
he would have been pleased to sup- 
port it, and under the circumstances 
he contented himself with pouring oil 
and wine on their lacerated feelings. 

More Enemies of Immigration. 

Messrs. Monk and Robitaille attes- 
ted their hostility toward immigration 
effort of any kind, Dr. Sproule was 
persuaded that immigration effort was 
no longer necessary but would not 
support the resolution for some rea- 
son unstated.

THE ASSAULT ON IMMIGRATION 
POLICY PROVOKED COUNTER ATTACK 


And the “ Little Canadians” had 


an Interesting Afternoon---Reso- 


lution Died a Natural Death---Mr. Oliver, Mr. Mcintyre 
and Mr. Lemieux Fought Them. 


and Bourassa received some very di- 
rect attention in the House yesterday. 
The Minister of the Interior led the 
way, Dr. McIntyre of Strathcona fol- 
lowed suit and the Postmaster Gen- 
eral came along just in time to string 
their political pelts on the fence. 
Sheuld Abanden immigration Effert. 
The fun started when Mr. Armand 
wergne fu'fi'led his long-promised 
teat of attacking the system of pay- 
ing bonuses for immigrants. He de- 
clared that this was a policy which 
could only end in disaster. The only 
satisfactory immigrants were those 
from Great Britain, France or Bel- 
ium, because they were already ac- 
quainted with our institutions and 
were easily assimilated, but even 
these were coming in too rapidly. 
Canada could not digest the popula- 
tionthat was coming in, and the time 
had come when a halt should be call- 
ed to the who'e system of immigra- 
tion. If the present rate of immigra- 
tion continued the foreign born popu- 
lation of Cafiada would soon exceed 
fe native born. He complained thet 
the propaganda, being confined to the 
west was unjust to the older provin- 
ces and especially to Quebec. The 
West was being filled up with an 
alien population composed of the

scum of Europe, who had nothing in 
common with the sentiment of Eas- 
tern Canada. Then he proceeded to 
disclose the real reason for his at- 
tack upon immigration and that was 
that while Quebec paid 30 per cent. 
of the cost of immigration there was 
a conspiracy on the part of the In- 
terior Department against France and 
Frenchmen. 
Cockneys ‘“‘Werse Than Sikhs.” 
Asked by Col. Sam. Hughes wheth- 
er he would favor immigration of 
priests exiled by order of the French 
Government, Mr. Lavergne said that 
at any rate they would be better than 
Galicians or Cockneys, who were 
worse than Sikhs. The motto of the 
Interior Bang veiaceet seemed to be ‘‘A 


Doukhobor is better than a French- 
man,” He argued that a good pro- 
paganda in France would result in 
a large immigration from that coun- 
try and as the French Canadians were 
great assimilators they would easily 
digest the addition from France. 

Government Should Pay Travelling 

Expenses of Canadians. 

Another grievance was that the de- 
partment was discriminating against 
Canadians in favor of elements cf 
discord. Instead of forcing our young 
people to go to the States they should 
be assisted to go to the West, but 
now it cost more for the Canadian to 
go West than it did for the mongrels 
of Europe. Ii this went on for 90 
years Canadian ideals would disap- 
pear and native Canadians would be 
swamped. In conclusion he moved an 
amendment, declaring that the sys- 
tem of bonuses is contrary to a good 
policy of immigration and should be 
abolished. 

An Unpeopied Empire. 

Hon. Frank Oliver in reply stated 
that Mr. Lavergne had crowded “into 
an hour’s speech more misunderstand- 
ing and more misstatements than us- 
ual, His argument was that all im- 
migration should be stopped except 
perhaps from France and Belgium. 
The best answer to that was that Can- 
ada with an area as large as Europe 
had a population about the same 1s 
Belgium. 

Ne Bonus to Immigrants. 

It was not the policy of the Gov- 
ernment to bonus immigrants to come 
to this country. That was the policy 
of the former government, but was 
discontinued by the present govern- 
ment. The principle upon which bon- 
uses were paid to agents was to in- 
duce them to advertise Canada. The 
fee paid to the agent was calculated 
to make him persuade the intending 
immigrant to come to Canada. There 
was no bonus paid to the individual 
immigrant. If he would not come here 
without a bonus Canada did not want 
him. As to the North Atlantic Trad- 
ing Company, it was e combination 
of Earopean booking agents at a time 


when Canada needed people and was 
not getting them; but that time had 
passed. We had secured a good class 
of people as a result of that contract, 
but owing to the combination of steam 
ship companies and for other reasons 
he had decided to cancel the con- 
tract. Chie? among these reasons was 
the decline in immigration from Scan- 
dinavia. He ridiculed Mr. Lavergne’s 
talk of Canada not being able to di- 
gest the population that was coming 
in by pointing to the scarcity of lab- 
or the whole country over. 
Wanted the Best. 
' A year since the bonus in Great 
Britain had been increased from $175 
to $600 but it had been limited in ap- 
plication to immigrants who had fol- 
lowed farming and certain specified 
kindred pursuits in the mother land. 
The increase had been made for the 
express purpose of securing selected 
immigrants and he believed the pur- 
pose had been accomplished. 
A “Little Canada.” 

The speech of Mr. Lavergne was the 
discreditable utterance of a “‘little 
Canadian”, who was wholly and un- 
teservedly opposed to the poliey and 
the effort for a greater Canada. 

Oppesed te Immigratien. 

Mr. Bourassa followed in his usual 
fireworks fashion, the burden of his 
song being that the active immigra- 
tion policy was being carried on for 
the benefit of the western land specu- 
lator and ought to be stopped forth- 
with, 

Or. Mcintyre’s Strong Speech. 

Dr. McIntyre, of Strathcona, re- 
plied to Mr. Bourassa in one of the 
strongest speeches of the session and 
was heartily applauded as he scored 
the mis-statements of the “Little Car 
adians.” 

As to Nationality. 

Referring to the wild allegation of 
Mr. Lavergne that four-fifths of the 
people of the west are of foreign ori- 
gin, Dr, McIntyre said: “The hon. 
gentleman told us that he was giv- 
ing us some figures; weil, 1 an» giv- 
ing you some figures that are facts. 
I say that we have 111,138 British 
born people in the province of A!ber- 
ta, out of a total of 185,000, disregard- 
ing the other immigrants. Take also 
into consideration the fact that there 
are also an additional 45,000 immi- 
grants coming in from the United 
States, which I have accounted for 
in the 154,000. Yet they tell us that 
the foreign invasion is upsetting us, 
they tell us that we must look out, 
or four-fifths of the population will 
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I can see no justifica-

Should Net Be Called “Foreigner.’ 
He repudiated the reference to for- 
eigners and said: “Now, Mr. Speaker, 
I want to say that the fact that these 
people come from inferiot surround. 
ings, from a civilization perhaps in- 
ferior to ours. is no argument that 
they will not appreciate their now 
surroundings and will not form senti- 
mental ties for this country even 
stronger tl an we appreciate ourselves, 
I will cite one little circumstance 
that came to my own knowledge to 
illustrate what I mean. A certain 
Galician came to my office one day, 
and in speaking of the country of his 
adoption and comparing it with the 
country of his birth he said, Do you 
know that my little boy twelve years 
of age can take up an English news- 
paper and read it so that we can all 
understand it in our own language? 
You may think that is a mere passing 
whim, you may think it does not am- 
ount to much. But when I heard 
him say: My little boy of twelve 
years of age can read these books thit 
have always been closed to me, h3 
can read all the English papers—he 
was almost overwhelmed, and tears 
of gratitude stood in this man’s eyes. 
Tt is these little sentimental things 
that go to make up a strong national 
spirit; it is these things that tie the 
so-called foreigner to the country. Im- 
agine the hon. member for Labelle 
(Mr. Bourassa) telling us that this 
house would be dominated by a for- 
eign population. Does not the hon- 
gentleman know that every man who 
comes into Canada must take the oath 
of allegiance? And I claim that no 
man who has taken the oath of’ alle- 
giance should be termed a foreigner. 
What difference does it make whether 
the language which is used is that 
of the highlands of Scotland, or of 
sunny France or of Galacia. If he be 
a good citizen,, if he be an honest and 
inaustrious man, contributing to the
